25. The inner sole as defined m claim 24, wherein each cushioned layer is recessed 
m said sole base body.

a sole base body, defining a sole surface and having a forefoot joint area, a 

metatarsus/tarsus area, a metatarsus\ieel transition area, a heel area, and a plantar arch area;
